The anniversary of the Mukden Incident (1931), 


which fell on September 16, pawned, off quietly without 
— untoward incident. A small quantity of 
mational salvation literature was surreptitiously 
disseminated in the Settlement between September 14th 
and 18th, and some pro-Wang Ching Wei and anti- 
Foreign handbills made their appearance in the 
Settlement on September 18th. 

On September 15, two male Chinese were arrested 
by the Police for posting handbills of a mational 
salvation nature in Bubbling Well district and two 


further arrests were made later. The case against 


them was still pending at the time this report was 
compiled. 

On Septémber 18, motorcar No. 3798 was stopped 
by the Police at the Yu Yuen Road barrier when 2,000 


copies of a pro-Wang Ching Wei handbill were found
